(54) Disposable toilet seat cover 

(57) A disposable toilet seat/bidet cover comprises a two-ply tissue which is attachable to a toilet seat or bidet cover 
either by means of one or more adhesive strips or by means of elasticated tape placed between the outer and inner 
perimeter of the tissue. The tissue may be folded for ease of storage and/or distribution.

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SPECIFICATION 

The disposable toilet seat/bidet cover 

5 This invention relates to the disposable toilet 
seat/bidet cover. 

The disposable toilet seat/bidet cover is intended 
to be placed on top of a standard toilet seat or bidet, 
either wooden, plastic or enamel and oval in shape, 

10 and byway of example, illustrated by the 
accompanying drawing. 

The disposable toilet seat/bidet cover is made of 
two ply tissue paper and is flexible enough in design 
to be manufactured to fit any current or past design 

15 of toilet seat or bidet. 

The accompanying drawing gives an example 
dimension specification which may be scaled down 
to accommodate any size of convenience to be 
covered. 

20 The tissue is designed to be either in one 

continuous piece of two-ply or, allowing for practical 
disposal, manufactured with tear perforations 
equidistant to match the size of the disposable toilet 
seat/bidet cover.

CLAIMS 

1. The disposable toilet seat/bidet cover can 
accommodate for safety, an adhesive strip to aid the 

30 prevention of slipping. This strip would be centrally 
placed for sure fixture to the top of the toilet seat or 
bidet. 

2. The disposabletoiletseat/bidetcovercan 
accommodate a fine surround of elasticated tape, 

35 placed between the two ply tissue both on the outer 
and inner perimeter, for sure fixture. 

3. The disposable toilet seat/bidet cover may be 
folded or compressed in manufacture, to allow for 
inexpensive distribution. 
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
